Christianity to Rus], Dmitry Douskol, Ivan 111, 
Mikhail Fyodorovich (founder of the Runiannv 
dynasiy) and Pelor 1. 

For the lower section ol the nioiiiimeui Mike- 
shin made magnificently realistic lilgh-rellel port- 
raits of those who Immortalized Ihulr names in 
Ihe field uf education and military affairs, tn 
statehood, In literature and nrta.
